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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' arguments filed April 12, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either 
reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the 
instant application. 

2. The cancellation of claims 7, 8, 22, 23, 37, and 38 has been acknowledged. 

3. Claims 1-6, 9-21, 24-36, and 39-45 are examined on the merits. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS - 35 U.S.C. § 112, SECOND PARAGRAPH 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 10, 25, and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. The instant rejection has been necessitated by claim amendments. 

7. Claim 10 recites the limitation "the predefined rule" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is noted that claim 1 from which claim 10 
depend recites "a predefined rule", line 13, and "a second predefined rule", line 22. 
Therefore, claim 10 is not clear as to whether the antecedent basis for the limitation of "the 
predefined rule" is directed to the limitation of "a predefined rule", line 13, or "a second 
predefined rule", line 22 of claim 1 . The same issue is present in claims 25 and 40. 
Clarification of the metes and bounds is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 1-6, 9-21, 24-36, and 39-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. NEW MATTER REJECTION. 

10. The instant rejection has been necessitated by claim amendments. Applicant has asserted 
that "[c]laims 1,16, and 13 have been amended to include substantially all of the same 
limitations as now-cancelled claims 23 and 38, which are indicated as having allowable 
subject matter" (page 15). However, the amendment is beyond the mere inclusion of subject 
matter from claims 23 and 38. Therefore, when the claims are read as a whole, said claims as 
amended necessitated the instant rejection. 

11. Claim 1, line 9, recites "a first user entry in the tree structure" and lines 23-25, recite "a 
second entry. . .the second user entry belonging to the extra scope", wherein said limitations 
have been found in the specification. It is noted the instant specification describes the 
claimed invention as being directed to generic "user entries." Further, Applicant describes 
the claimed invention as being directed to "a first condition" (claim 1, line 6) and "a second 
condition" (claim 1, line 24). However, the disclosure does not provide written basis for the 
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new limitations of "a first user entry in the tree structure" and "a second entry. . .the second 
user entry belonging to the extra scope. 55 The same issue is present in claims 16 and 31 . 

CONCLUSION 

12. It is noted that the claims of record, filed April 12, 2006, are free of any prior art. The 
application would be allowable if the 35 USC § 1 12 rejections are overcome. 

13. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a). 
Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

14. As stated above, the status of the instant Application is FINAL. In the event that 
Applicant decides to appeal the instant application. Examiner respectfully advises Applicant 
amend claim 31 to recite "A computer readable medium having instructions stored in 
memory 55 to place the application in better form for appeal. The proposed amendment will be 
entered at the time of the appeal.
